Total cases of plague at San Francisco verified bacteriologically to 
April 25, 121; total cases verified clinically, 38; total deaths, 77. 
The last case at San Francisco was taken sick January 30 and con- 
firmed by bacteriological examination as plague February 8, 1908. 
Date of finding of last infected rat, April 25. 

The last case at Oakland, Cal., died December 22, 1907. The last 
plague-infected rats at Oakland were found during the week ended 
April 11, 1908. The only case at Berkeley, Cal., died September 1, 
1907. The only case at Point Richmond, Cal., was taken sick Novem- 
ber 27, 1907, and recovered.
